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PREFACE 

The Reading List in American Life and Letters is intended to 
provide the traveller along the highways and byways of American 
literature with a reliable and practically useful guide that will enable 
him to plan a reading- journey which will both orient him as to the 
main features of American civilization and stimulate him to pursue 
his studies into the regions of his special interest. The distinguishing 
feature of this reading guide is the emphasis it lays on the social, 
political, cultural, and economic backgrounds of our national 
literature. 

For the earlier periods the distinction between literature as social 
document and as art-form is fairly well marked and the emphasis in 
selection has here been on the standard literary works encountered 
on the main-travelled roads of American literature. For the modern 
and contemporary period, where the lines between “social” and 
esthetic criteria become more and more obscured, and where time has 
not yet winnowed the chaff from the grain, the selection has neces- 
sarily been more subjective. But our aim has been to represent the 
various schools of thought, and the various types in the fields of 
fiction, biography, poetry, criticism, essay and drama, by the most 
representative and significant works. It was found impracticable to 
classify the titles in these fields by periods ; while the alphabetical 
order destroys the chronological sequence we have attempted to 
remedy this by dating the more recent books listed. 

The special student of any given period or art-form will find in 
our reference-list guides to more complete bibliographies and the 
contributions of critical scholarship. By broadening the concept of 
American literature, we believe this reading list may help to show 
the connection between Past and Present, Tradition and Modernism, 
in American culture, suggest the richness and variety of the Ameri- 
can scene, and illustrate afresh the intimate and organic relation 
between American Life and American Letters.
